THESTEAM WHISTLE.

The Useful Tooter Was Invented in
the Interest of the Egg Trade.
0 Lron.

F‘r] Lmln told that the locomotive whistle
was Invented because of the destruc-
tion of a load of eggs. When lecomo-
tives were first bullt the country roads
were for the most part crossed at grade
and the engine driver had no way of
giving warning of his approach ex-
cept by blowing a tiu horn. The hormn,
it may be imagined, was far from be-
ing sufficlent warning. One day In the
year 1532 a farmer wns crossing the
raliroad track on ©one of the country
ronds with a great load of eggs and
putter, Just as he came out upon the
track a Arnln approached. The engine
man blew his horn lustily, but the
farmer did not hear it. Elghty dozen
of eggs and fifty pounds of butter
were smashed Into an indistingulsh-
able, unpleasant mass and mingled
with the kindling wood to which the
wagon was reduced. The railway com-
pany had to pay the farmer the value
of his wagon. It was considered a
very serious matter, and stralghtway a
director of the compeany, Ashlen Bax-
ter by name, went to Alton Grange,
where (Qeorge Stephenson lived, to see
If he could not invent something that
would give a warning more llkely to
be heard. Btephenson went to work,
and the next day had a contrivance
which, when attached to the engine
holler and the steam turned on, gave
out a shrill, discordant sound, The
rallroad directors, greatly delighted,
ordered similar contrivances attached
to all the locomotives, and from that
day to this the volee of the locOmo-
tive whistle has never been silent.
